The limit originally was fixed at 
21 years. A« unsuccessful at- 
tempt was made by Uep. Miles 
M. Callaghan, Kepublican, Iteed 
City, to exiMwpt all agricultural 
processing from the bill. Farm 
and domestic employes, however, 
are e.serapt. 
The vote for passage was It 
to la. Rep. George, C. Watson, 
Republican, Capac, one of thos® 
who voted against the bill des- 
cribed it as unworkable and ex- 
pensive." He said he favors the 
principle involved but belie%'ed it 
could bo accomplished more effl* 
cieutly by simple amendments t^ 
exi.stlng labor laws.

—The scattered banks of opposi- 
tion to Huey Long's dictatorship 
today demanded that he abdicate 
his "throne" and called upoi 
elected officials and representa- 
tives to "renounce" his leader- 
ship. 
As the anti-Long Square Deal 
association's ultimatum was Issu- 
ed Long's guard8.mcn were pat- 
rolling the Btatehouse grounds by 
the hundreds, enforcing martial 
law order in the parish. 
Speculation was rife over the 
convening of a special session of 
the legislature at an early date, 
but sources close to the adminis- 
tration denied it. 
Governor O. K. Alien. Long's 
lieutenant, said he "knew noth- 
ing about" it. Long, in Wash- 
ington, was silent, but he was 
expected back in Louisiana Fri- 
day to direct the resumption of 
a court hearing of iA)ng's charges 
that his enemies were plotting to 
assassinate him.

ing that four sheriffs, a district 
attorney and other officials had

That afternoon enraged cltl-

minutes in which a pltclied bat- 
tle impended. 
The citizens army was led by 
Ernest Bourgeois, youthful leader 
of the militant Square Deal asso- 
ciation, but he escapeil capture 
and was believed to have fled to 
the parishes north of here to map 
new campaign plans. 
Judge J. D, Womack, recently 
appointed by Governor O. K. Al- 
len as one of the district judges 
here, today issued an order dir- 
ecting Sheriff Robert L. Pettlt to 
locate and take possession of 
books and records of the police 
jury, governing body of the par- 
ish. Under recent legislation, the 
administration gained the right 
to appoint as many jurors in the 
parish aa are now elected. When 
the reorganization was formed, 
nine members of the 13-elected 
jurors refused to acknowledge 
the authority of the others. 
The militia technically assum- 
ed control of the parish court- 
house yesterday, establishing pro- 
vost marshal headquarters ther<.\ 


Will Be Gone 
February 10 


Washington, Jan. 29 (/?>—Relief 
administration officials reported to- 
ilay that funds to feed the needy 
would be 'exhausted" by February 
10, even as predictions arose that 
senate debate on the $4,880.000.000 
works-relief hill that would extend 
beyond that time. 
The $880.000.000 in the works 
measure is to taper off the dole for 
the approximately 5,000,000 families 
on relief. 
Despite administration concern, 
senators said today after consider- 
ation of the bill by Its approprla- 
:ions committee that the bill prob- 
ably would not be reported to the 
•enate until next week. They added 
that at least a week of debate and 
l)vobubly more was In sight on the 
floor. 
The president probably will be 
asked to bring additional pressure 
to get the works-relief measure 
through in a hurry. 
"Wo are really out of money," 
Morion M. Milford. special repre- 
sentative of the relief adniinistra- 
ilon. said today. 
He added that some states had 
some "carry over funds" from Janu- 
ary, but that these could not be 
stretched very far. 


"With so many poor people de- 
pendent upon relief In the prevail- 
ing severe u eat her," Milford said, 
"we hope roiigreas will act before 
existing funds are exhausted." 
This expression of eoncern fol- 
lowed a Htateniont by Senator Glass 
(D-Va) that he did not know when 
the appropriations committee would 
get the measure to the senate for 
action.

kidnaping, murder or ransom 
hoax.

At one point, as the intent Wi- 
lontz sought with Hauptmann'« 
own figures and letters to trip his 
.story of the money deals he had 
with Isador Fisch, his dead alibi 
man, ho wagged his linger in hl.s 
qestloner's face and snapped: 
"Ja, you mix that up!" 
Stolidly he stuck to his words 
when Wilentz used his witness 
Htand phrase, "Oh, that is planned 
for ,a yy^r alrea'cly" tjor compari- 
son with two'ransom note phrases 
almost identical. 
"How can 1 say it otherwise?" 
he asked. 
And he was just as stubborn in 
his terse reports when Wilentz 
endlng his InqulsUion, shot accu- 
sation after accusation in swift 
succession.

from information given by hunt- 
ers contacted in the fie I'd. 


The past Deccmb-er's figures as 


compared with those of the same 
month of 1933, indicate that hunt- 
ing conditions of the current win- 
ter in tho officers' combined areas 
are not so favorable as those of 
last year. 


Together the two officers inter- 


viewed 488 hunters during De- 
cember of 1934. These hunters 
had spent an aggregate of 2220 
hours in the woods and had a to- 
tal bag of 414 rabbits, spending 
an average of 4.54 hours for each 
.84 rabbit bagged per hunter.
